valleys of the titate. "There," said he, 
"and on the encircling foothills, t ie 
balance of power, th« weight of popula- 
tion must some d.iy rebt. Every ten 
acres will have its homestead, every ten 
miles) itH town, every huudred miles ils 
"real city." 


But over this great region, sea-like u 


its expanse, theie are spots marked by 
nature's fuirt'st fuvois, and given, in a 
leculiar degree, tnose resources wide i 
m ike them supreme where all are rovul. 
In the heart ol tlm San Joaquin lies'the 
b'resiio basiu, rich with the erosion of 
unnumbered glacial ages: rich with the 
drift of prehistoric seas, and vast inland 
lakes whose wallfl were perhaps broken 
through while Egypt was vet young, and 
before the Parthenon wan hewn; rich 
with the volcanic ash of fires no longi-r 
fkuning.und the lime dust of antediluvian 
monsters of ''earth's earlier prime." 


Deep down tho soil reaches, titty feet, 


a hundred feet, and often five times as 
far, in the heart of the valley— soil lit for 
all uses ; soil that nothing can exhaust ; 
soil upon which two thousand and more 
of the costliest horticultural products 
known to civilization, can he crown with 
ease and comfort. Olives, oranges, the 
grape in perfection — these are the merest 
beginuiiigB of the out-door alphabet of 
Fresno. It IIOB thousands UDQH thousands 
of acres of laud for Bale cheap, because 
I iere ia su much of it, where gardens ol 
tdesperides can be planted, and where

The practical aide of tho subject de- 


mands a more localized treatment. It is 
necessary for oue to pass iu calm review 
over the salient features of Fresno. We 
must give careful cmiaideration to its 
chief resources, its greatest industries, 
its recognized claims upon the home- 
seekers and the investor. 


To do this we shall in a general ivav, 


witbo'it exactor priggish clitssifiiratioii, 
write of the location, area, populatiui , 
growth and history of the couutry. Wo 
shall describe the soil ami productions, 
the colonies, the irrigation ditches, and 
lie water-ways, the railroad svsfem, 
iresentand projected, and whatever else 
a?peara to be essential to this brief 
review. Even under this arrangement 
>iany matters of importance must 
n-tosenrilv be left for eome future article. 


The county of Fresno is located in the 
£n Joaquin Basin, about midway he- 
tjeen the Tehachapi Mountains, which 
bund the valley to the south, and the 
;gion about Lodi to the north, where the 
iuins of the San Joaquin merge into 
lose of the rfacramento. Easterly and 
•ester ly— ita line of greatest length'- the 
juntry stretches across the broad valley 
6m the Sierras to the Coast Range, 
n the noith are the counties of Merced 
ad Mariposa; to the eouth, Tnlui-c; OR 
ie west and separated bv tho main 
lain of the Coast Itange, Monte.-ey ami 
in Ilenito ; aud to the east and beyond 
ie mountains, the counties of Mono and 
lyo, with their deep, sunken valleys 
ke scars on the face of the great interior 
lateau. 
With an area of 0,000 square miles, 
resno ranks third among the counties

:mt or New Hampshire.

But a few years since the vast, treeless 
piuis of Fresno nnd other San Joaqnin 
canties were considered by most Uulf- 
knians, a barren desoit, in dry years 
wrjhless, and at most, of temporary 
v;ue only, when a winter season of 
ha$y rains had clothed them with a 
trn^ient verdure of the native grasses — 
alleria and other varieties — forming 
dringthesprinpmonthfl which followed 
bnf. 'nasturago to the vast flocks of sheep 
an herds of cattle, thut roamed at will 
our thin unsettled region, till with the 
crning of summer nnd the withering and 
dnnp away of the herbage, they were 
coijielled loneeW the mountain pastures 
oftfie Sierras. The country, with th« 
exftption of three or four scattered 
segments, was uninhabited, save bv 
a fw wandering "shccpberders" and 
vaqiros.

torrent; Kit Carson's comrades from old 
Tao3 and El Paso shot game nndtnipped 
bi'aver in Kings river; Ashley's t?t. 
Louis traders, under Jedediah Smith. 
saw the valley in its virgin beauty, 
while us yet only a few native Cati- 
fornmns had entered its portals. 


Breto Harte wrote afterward of the 


"wonderful spring of the Sa« Joaquin," 
aud sober historians tell us of many an 
expedition to capture and convert tne 
Indian tribes of the interior. Lieutenant 
Moniga led his Spanish explorers into 
" the valley of the rushes," and the name 
of "Sail Joaquin" wits given to the 
region, but the river itself had been 
found and named in I77G. 


Fremont, in 1844, camnod among the 


willows and sycamuresof Fresno. "Wild 
horses were raising clouds of dust on the 
prairie;" columns of smoke, Indian 
sigimls of danger, were rising from the 
lules; bands of elk and antelope were 
browsing in the oak openings along the 
foothills, urn! the pristine wildnesa of the 
scene was unbroken. Wild oats grew 
saddle high, extending for miles ou 
miles; blossoms shone by the acre and 
league; it was a land lying waste, 1111- 
fetireil.and wonderfully "attractive to the 
pioneets who filowfv made their homes 
on the Fresno plains.

Hear Adams drove his old camp wagon 
to Lake Tula re ami shot elk nnd bear 
along the Sun Joaquin, there was hardly 
a house within sight of his life of travel. 


The oioueers of Fresno sit to-day under 


their tropical growths of oleander and 
magnolia, beside their vineyardft and 
orchards, by the rippling acequias that 
made the sand;; blossom as rose-lands oi 
Eden. They tell the stories of the past, 
of hardly mure than thirty years ?g^: 
and it is as if generations* intervened. 
Uone aro the miners of the foothills, 
gone are the herdsmen, and the jueces 
delcampo; gone are the trappers and 
traders, and "pquaw-mcr:," and des- 
perados. Now the pioneers sec Ftable 
American communities, welded close 
together ; colonies, rich and beautiful; 
schools, churches and costly dwellings. 
They see 
fair children, und lovely 


maidens, and noble matrons. Strong 
men are plowing the fertile fields, and 
pruning the vines, and laying broad the 
foundations of state. The pioneers are 
well content. They have done much, 
aud it has been done well, fio that all 
progress hereafter must be along the 
lines they have hewn. 


One need not bo a prophet, nor the 


son of a prophet, to foretell the future of 
this great county of the central valley of 
California. Not hi UK can delay Or change 
the steady anil accelen;ting progress of 
tbe region. All things conspire to give 
it wealth :ind pre-eminence. It is one 
of the fruit centers of the atate already, 
ami its orchard and vineyard lands are 
not ouL'-thousjjindth part planted. More 
instil eighty sections of land prepared for 
the higher horticultural used surround 
the town of Freaiio, on whicli two hun- 
dred varieties of grapus, forty kinds of 
pears, a hundred kinds of p'eaches, be- 
sides apricots, cherries, plums, H»s,

bappv and independent. Men have 
taken hnld without a dollar, bought land 
on credit, worked for their neighbors. 
met their pavmcntp, and established 
themselves. Thoire fruit lands, such as 
are in the Fresno vicinitv, range else- 
where in California nt from $100 to $500 
per acre.

in the hichcst degree those qualities 
necessary to tbe production of raisins. 
This industry, though an infant in years, 
has attained large pDportions. We can 
nut do better to illustrate the magnitude 
which this biiRiness has already assumed 
and its future possibilities, than to quote 
such authorities as (icorgc \\'. .Meade & 
Co. anil William T. Colcin.in & Co., 
from letters on the raisin industry in 
Fresno.

A White Baby m Chinatown. 


Some time ago it was reported to the 


officers that there was a white baby king 
kept in Chinatown, and upon investiga- 
tion it came out thut the child had been 
brought here from San Francisco some 
two months ago and was being kept in 
ttiedeu ol an old Chmese woman. Ibe 
Good Templars association, with others, 
became interested in me matter and 
finally decided to employ counsel and 
take steps to procure the release of the 
unfortunate child. \ 


In pursuance of this plan Mr. A. M. 


Drew was appointed gusidian of the 
.ihild and sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
to obtain possession of it. 
When the 


writ was served, however, the child 
could not be found, and was kept con- 
cealed and the writ availed 
nothing, 


.vlr. Drew then had a warrant issued for 
tho old Chinese woman, Ah Chow. 


Whun the warrant was served and the 


old woman arrested the child conven- 
iently appeared, and they were brought 
into court together. The old woman 
promptly swore that she was the mother 
jf thu child, and that its father was u 
white man. There being nu sufficient 
rebutting testimony the old wo'iian was 
discharged and the child again turned 
over to her. The iiiteretted parties were 
Uill satisfied that the child did not be- 
long to her, uud on iuquiry It was dis- 
covered that she was over sixty years 
old, and in all probabilities never had 
been the mother of a child. 
Acting ou 


tlitH evidence the old woman was re- 
arrested and Mr. Drew took the child 
into his custody. Her trial has been set 
ior March llth. Hhe is charged with 
keeping a minor in a house of prostitu- 
tion. The child is about three years old 
aud looks as thuiigh it might possiably 
be a quadroon, having dark eyes and 
rather pretty auburn and citrlv hair. It 
Evidently has no Mongolian h'lood in it* 
veins. There is no moro revolting feat- 
ure of Chinese residence in this country 
than their well known tendency to steal 
or otherwise procure white children to 
he reared 116 prostitutes, and it would 
not he an unwise precaution to pass 
some law meteing out adequate and cer- 
tain punishment to the perpetrators of 
this most hienoiifi crime. The child will 
probably be sent, to the Good Templars' 
Home at Vnllejo.
